Several county offi- 
cials who had been counted with the 
“wets” to-day announced openly that 
they would vote “dry.” The election 
takes place to-morrow. 



Harmony no Longer Possible and 
Step Taken as last 
Resort. 



After almost two years of more or 
less incessant wrangling there is a 
complete severance between the A. 8. 
of E. tobacco growers with pooling 
arrangements with the Louisville 
Warehouse company and those who 
have been pooling with the Daviess 
County Equity Warehouse company 
This separation was effected at tbe 
Green River District Tobacco Grow- 
ers’ association meeting on Monday. 
This was done by a vote of the dis- 
trict delegates which declared the 
Daviess County Equity warehouse 
people outside of the A. S. of E. be-” 
cause of alleged violation of the A. 8. 
of E. laws. This seemed to have been 
the chief purimse for which the meet- 
ing was called, tbe "ousters” claiming 
that this action was necessary to the 
success of the A. 8. of E. in the dis- 
trict, and the “ousted” claiming that 
they were doing mure good by their 
local warehouse plan for the A. 8. of 
E. principles than those who were 
pooling at I..ouisville. The latter took 
little part in the meeting and seem- 
ed in different as to what was done. 
They say that they are attending 
strictly to their own business and 
intend to continue to do so. Both 
sides seem to have gotten what they 
want and should now be satisfied. In 
the meantime, there will be a hot 
contest to see which faction will get 
the greater paA of the 1907 crop 
pledged to its i>ool. 

The home warehousers were ousted 
in the following manner: 

President Berry of the Daviess 
eounty district offered a motion that 
a stock comi)any be formed of the 
Equity men to handle the crop of to- 
bacco. There was so much wrang- 
ling and spirited talk that Mr. Berry 
withdrew bis motion. His first mo- 
tion was to get the counties to con- 
sider the niuion and vote on it at 
the next meeting. 

Mr. L. N. Robertson made a motion 
that a committee of eight be appoint- 
ed to meet the Home warehouse offi- 
cials and get an understanding re- 
garding the difficulty between the 
two parties, which was done. The 
committee after hours of conference 
reported as follows: 

”We, your committee, respectfully 
reiEort that after a complete consid- 
eration of the position and proposi- 
tions of the board of directors of the 
Home Warehouse company, we are 
unable to reach any agreement sat- 
isfactory to your committee and said 
board. We, therefore, recommend 
that the p«‘ople composing tbe home 
warehouse take no fur her part in 
the meeting of the Green River dis- 
trict Tobacco Growers’ association of 
the A. 8. of E. until such time as 
the board of directors of said ware- 
house company agree to abid» by the 
constitution and by-laws of the to- 
bacco growers’ association.” 

The re|)ort was adopted after much 
discussion and wrangling.

Was Talking Over Telephone 
' When the Stroke 
Came. 



One-half of his body burnt d almost 
to a crisp, his trousers torn into 
strips no broader that a man’s finger 
and the shoe lorn from one of h*s 
feet by a stroke of lightning convey- 
ed over a telephone wire, Preston Ar- 
nold, of the Mateo neighborhood, still 
lives, and ajiparcntly has a fair 
chance for recovery. 

The stroke by whlcli Arnold was 
so severely burned shocked Joseph 
Matingly so severely that he was ren- 
dered unconscious, and shivered the 
telephone box Into splinters. 

The accident occurred at the home 
of Ed Mattingly, about two miles 
from Maceo, at «>:30 o’clock las* 
night, while the si'vere electrical and 
rainstorm was at its he'ght. Arnold 
was talking over the telephone and 
Joe Mattingly was standing about six 
feet from him. Suddenly was lifted liuo 
the air and fell to the floor uiuon- 
sciouH, his clothing torn in'o shreds. 
At the same Instant .Toe Matingly 
fell to the floor uneonscious, though 
without any visible effect on his 
body. 

An examination of .Arnold slmwed 
that the left aide of liis body wes se- j 
verely burned from the *‘ar *o tiie 
bottom of the foot. The most se- 
vere burn was on the face and nick, 
close to where the receiver was held 
Mattingly recovered couscionsn* ss in 
a short time, but persons in 'he hous- 
thought for a time that .Arnold was 
dead. 

Dr. M. B. lleriy was snmniojied 
and after working with tluj jia'l'ni 
for several hours succeeded in par- 
tially restoring liiin to conscioustuss. 
At 11 o’clock last night Arnold was 
In a senil-conscioiis condition. Dr. > 
Berry said that it was inipossihlo at 
thnt time to say how seriously .Ar- 
nold was injured, or wha the 

chances were for Ids recovery. He 
said, however, tliat he iiad hopes for^ 
his recovery. 

Preston Arnold is about twe;ry- 
two years old. lie is emiiloyMl on 
the farm of Ed .Mat'ingly.

With Murder Such Is Breath- 
itt Court Records. 



In the records of the ball bonds that 
were brought here from the Hreathltt 
Circuit Court to be used in the Hargis 
trial there are some exceedingly Inter- 
esting things made so by the recent 
Dreathltt troubles. Probably the most 
striking thing contained In one of the 
bonds is the fact that S. H. Hurst,who 
Is a relative of the late Janus H. 
Marcum who wss murdered in .Isck- 
Bon, WHS on the bond of Thomas hlti 
with Janies Hargis and Ed Callahan. 
White was charged with murder and 
bis bonil WHS fixed at $3,000. Hurst, 
with Hargis and Callahan was also on 
the bond of Shelby Wlilte, charged 
with murder in the sum of $2,000. This 
was before the Marcum murder. 

Quite a coincidence was noted in 
another portion of tlie bail book, 
where H. D. Cox. who was also mur- 
dered in Jackson, went on the bond 
of Janies Miiiiii. charged with murder, 
for $2,.')tl0, the same day Judge Janies 
Hargis signed ttie Imiid of i..evl llal- 
Inii, charged with rape. The bond of 
Cox followed iinmedtatly that of Har- 
gis. ami was evidently made at the 
same time. This was 1902.

LEG WEAKNESS.

Sane Methods of Feeding Will Usually 
Correct This Trouble. 

Weakness of the legs Is a troublo 
ai>i>earluK In young birds, in cockerels 
more often than in pullets, and Is seen 
usually between three and five months 
of age. The larger breetls are more 
prono to this trouble tlutn the smaller 
»nd more active birds.' 

This weakness Is caused by pushing 
for growth by feeding too much fat- 
tening food, says a writer iu Inland 
Poultry Journal, thereby Increasing the 
weight of the body beyond the ability 
of the U‘gB to support it. 

If our birds are getting into this 
condition, you nill notice at first un- 
steatllness In gait. They ns>ve sk>wly, 
and the limbs slightly shake. In a 
week's time they can hardly keep upon 
their legs and when fee<llng \^ll sit 
flown so the body Is nearly on the 
ground. Looking the bird over, yon 
will find little to attract, your eye ex- 
cept the weakness of the legs. The 
bird otherwise appears fo l>e healthy, 
riie feathers nro bright, 'the eye clear 
ind the appetite good. As tlie days 
pass he loses bis desire for food. Is 
picked upon by his brothers, lice mul- 
tiply upon him, he becomes thin, and 
the skin grows dry and crackly. 

In the very beginning of the leg 
weakness remove all causes of trouble. 
Spice, com and corameal, buckwheat 
and rye should not be fed for weeks 
to such birds. Have regular times to 
grive the meals and make each bird 
work for part of bis food. If possible, 
have sick birds by themselves to avoid 
Imposition by the other chicks. A grass 
run, with shade and cool water, will 
help cure these causes. If you have 
time and patience, ooe-tentb of a grain 
it quinine given to each bird with leg 
weakness every mokning will help 
bring up the chick to health again. 

Cockerela often are suaceptlble to 
leg weakness, especially if allowed to 
run with bens, causing them to pay 
too much attentioii to the bens before 
their strength Is sufficient to warrant 
;t. In such cases confine the cockerels 
by themselves and give them strengtb- 
3nlng fot)d. On a well regulated poul- 
try farm the cockerels and pallets 
ihould be separated from each other. 
Each will do better. 

It Is always well to examine the bird 
rarefully to determine whether It may 
not be itieumatlsni. which Is usually 
AtHsmqMnled by a swelling of the 
loints.
